The sianon announces a broadcast schedule on local Guatemalan Tuesday and Friday evenings. 
In UTC, this translates into a schedule on 7000 kHz between 2300-0045 on 
Tuesdays/Wednesdays and Fridays/Saturdays, wiih a second (ransmission following on UTC 
Wednesdays and Saiurdays between 0200-0300 on 3500 kHz. Both frequencies are announced 
as variable, so you may have to tune around a little bit to find them. 

Rob indicates that he "had a great interview" with Batres before her "informative lecture on the 
station." He is writing an article about mis experience. Julia said that their transmitter is located 
near die Tajumulco volcano in the Sierra Madres mountain jungle of Guatemala. The transmitter, 
rated ai two kilowatts, feeds a dipole antenna.

Radio Palria Libre, ihe anti-government Colombian t l.inck-si i ne. lias .il iju :i cd a sideband 
transmitter. I first noticed this on November 27 at 2130 UTCon 15050 kHz. where Palria Libre 
was evident with a decent signal in upper sideband mode. ACE member Bud Slacey of Alabama 
independently discovered the same broadcast at the same lime. Both Bud and I logged a repeat 

This station's program format has been consistent for many years. They feature male and female 
announcers with shrill anti-Colombian government rhetoric. This is supplemented by local folk 
music, a few patriotic anthems, and frequent ID s. Neither Bud nor I had ever noticed the station 
with a sideband transmitter before. Clandestine DX-pert Mans Johnson of Maryland writes in 
to confirm that he has found no evidence that Patna Libre ever previously used USB mode in 
the past. I have speculated on multiple occasions in this column that it was hard to understand 
the motives behind Palria Libre's molives on 19 meters, either in AM or USB mode. Their 
signal, which has been reliably DF-ed lo a transmitter QTII within Colombia, doubtlessly skips 
over a target area in Colombia itself. Perhaps they consider the 19 meter transmissions to be an 
external service. If so, maybe they are modelling themselves after the adjacent 15030 kHz USB 
transmitter of Radio for Peace International in Costa Rica. 



Bud asks if anybody can help him by providing a contact address for reception reports to Radio 
Patna Libre. Unfortunately, nobody ill the DX liohhv lias discoscrcd a valid address for either 
the ELN or Palria Libre. If somebody unearths one, we will be very happy lo print it here. 

WRMI U PDATE 

As I write this column in mid-December, Jeff White's WRMI is still observed irregularly on 
9955 kHz with equipment tests. I indicated in last month's ACE that ore I a m on the 
new station would certainly be forthcoming. This has happened. My full data WRMI QSL 
arrived in 26 days from vcrie signer Jeff White. Rob Keeney printed a copy of the QSL design 
on the back inside cover of the December ACL bulletin. Jeff enclosed a WRMI Radio Miami 
International bumper sticker, an information sheet on the test broadcasts, and a station brochure 
that obviously has been designed as a marketing tool for purposes or generating interest among 
persons who might wish to purchase airtime on WRMI. 

The initial test of WRMI's new transmitter went out on November 1 1. Mike Hardester of North 
Carolina writes in to confirm that he was one of the lucky ones who logged the station on its 
first day of operation. Jeff says (hat the tests used low power of about 400-450 watts beamed 
160 degrees from Miami toward Colombia and Uruguay. He anticipates full power 50,000 watt 
operation very late in 1993. When engineers certify that the transmitter is working properly, he 
will request Program Test Authority from the FCC. This will entitle him lo broadcast regular 
programming instead of the test announcements and test tones that have been heard so far. 

Jeff promises programming in Spanish. English, and "possibly other languages" from "a station 
run by shortwave listeners for shortwave listeners." He actively solicits suggestions and program 
comments from the average SWL. Of course, we anticipate that Radio Miami International's 
traditional stable of anti-Castro clandestines will be prominently featured. WRMI offers a 1994 
program guide "within the next several weeks" from various contact points. The station street 
address is 8500 SW 8 Street, Suite 252. Miami. Florida 33144. The telephone number is (305) 
267 1728. Faxes go to (305) 267-9253. The CompuServe e-mail number for WRMI 
(77163,1735) can be used by those persons with access to this data service. 

When Jeff sends us his clandestine relay schedule, we will print it. In the mean time, Rob Ross 
logged "Voz ex-Presos Politicos" on 7355 kHz via WRNO on November 15 for a half hour at 
0030 UTC. I assume that this is the same operation that was previously busted by the FCC in 
Tampa, as we covered earlier this year in The ACE. For some reason I had overlooked this 
Dte's move to a licensed relay service, which is die same route that has been taken by the large 
■ajouiy of anti-Castro clandestine stations in recent years.

FREE RADIO VOICE OF ETHIOPIAN UNITY 

Once in a while I get into a situation where some new clandestine information appears in 
BBCMS' expensive World Broadcast Information, but docs not manage to fit into the "Outer 
Limits" column in Monitoring Times magazine because of space limitations. When this happens, 
I have sometimes been mentioning die news here in the ACE Clandestine Profile. We have such 
a situation this month, with credit to BBCMS via MT. 

A new station popped up in BBCMS records on November 17 and 21 between 1600-1700 UTC 
on 1 1695 kHz. It identified itself as the "Free Radio Voice of Ethiopian Unity." Broadcasts are 
in Amharic, with an announced schedule on Sundays and Wednesdays on 13, 16, 19, and 25 
meters. Reports go to the Free Radio Voice of Ethiopian Unity, PO Box 91701. Washington, 
DC 20090. But, BBCMS believes that the transmitters and announcers are Russian, not 
American. They point out that Radio Moscow's Amharic service' is heard on this frequency at 
1500 UTC. BBCMS also says that a 1992 clandestine ID'ing itself as the Voice of Ethiopian 
Patriotism used a similar schedule from Russian transmitters with an address in Washington.

NO REPORTS 



Although it is not literally a clandestine issue, wc have an item with obvious political 
implications. Rob Ross says that his reports to Radio Bosnia Herzegovina for their 6220 kHz 
transmitter have been returned to sender by Canada Post after a six month delay. The Canadian 
postal system says that it has been "unable to find any route for mail to this location." Given the 
extreme political turmoil and continuing war in Bosnia, tins is not an astonishing fact. So, you 
might as well save your stamps on this one. 

I received a call from ACE member Larry Dejoya of Pennsylvania, who may not recognize 
himself here because of the way that I have botched the spelling of his name. (Sorry. Larry!) 
He had a suggestion and a question. He suggested that we encourage the practice of printing 
more technical articles and equipment reviews in the ACE bulletin. He asked whether we have 
any plans to review the new Waikins-Johnson I1F-1000 receiver. You probably have noticed

The Waikms-Joluison IIF-1000 is the first consumer shortwave receiver that incorporates digital 
signal processing technology within its IF. Since it will certainly kick off a totally new 
generation of receivers, it is creating tremendous interest in our hobby. The receiver comes 
standard with 58 (sic!) IF bandwidths, ranging from 56 Hz to 8000 Kz. Obviously, this level 

Other printed receiver specifications look very good indeed. For instance, the receiver tunes in 

be better than 1.6 in AM h in SSB. and .4 in CW II u-jixiion 'and Intercept Product' figures 
are supposed to be extremely good, suggesting a battleship front end. The BFO is adjustable. 
Modes include AM, FM, CW, USB, LSB, and ISB, the latter presumably designed for listening 
to the Voice of Stench in LSB while He Man Radio operates at the same time on the same 
frequency in the manliest of all modes. The radio has AM synchronous detection, a noise 
blanker, passband tuning, an IF notch, three AGC constants, preamp/attenualor, an analog S 
meter, squelch, tons of memories, a computer interface, etc. This looks like a complete set of 
all bells and whistles that come with a genuinely superb quality communications receiver. The 
only negative rumor that I have heard is that the receiver might have a disappointing level of 
internal synthesizer noise, but this is unconfirmed. I learned long ago that statistical 
specifications are useful, but there is no substitute for practical operational experience when we 
evaluate shortwave equipment. 

I spoke with Fred Osterman of Universal Radio at the Monitoring l imes convention in October. 

Halloween. Larry told me that when he contacted Universal in early December, the delivery dale 
for this first shipment was still uncertain. When they do actually come in. I hope to try out the 
receiver in Universal'* Reynoldsburg showroom, but it is not yet clear when this will be 
possible. The bad news is that retail pricing is anticipated in a range slightly under $4,000 US 
(gulp). Slay tuned.

As you can probably read elsewhere in this issue, I'm going to hang ii up as editor of this 
column in a couple of more months. It's been fun for the past five years, but my own 
listening time is really down and member support just hasn't been there in recent months, re- 
sulting in no column some issues due to a lack of material. (Moreover. I'm still smarting 
from losing that debate with Bob Grove over the new ANARC bylaws which was broadcast 
live over a special edition of "World of Radio.") Hey, Mystery Science Theater 3000 got a 
badly needed shot in the arm when Mike Nelson replaced Joel Robinson as the host, so 
maybe the same thing will happen with this column. 

Until one of you fetid slackasses finds enough functioning gonads to take up the chal- 
lenge of doing this column, however. I pledge to still bring you the finest covert DX infor- 
mation round anywhere. Case in point: in some recent issues of "DX Monitor," the bulletin 
of the International Radio Club of America (a BCB DX club), east coast members have been 
reporting regular evening reception of "SBT," a CW beacon on 1620 kHz. This beacon 
doesn't appear in any lists, but "loops" to the south and Cuba is suspected to be its QTH. 
Anybody in ACE located east of the Mrs Hippie river hearing this? Another logging from the 
IRCA concerns a station on 1646 kHz heard around 0515. It has male and female announc- 
ers, and the language seems to be French although the audio is highly distorted (some listen- 
ers speculate it is actually narrow band FM). It is heard mainly in the northeast, leading to 
speculation this could be some son of studio-lo- transmitter link from Europe, St. Pierre et 
Miquelou, or maybe the Caribbean. Anyone else hearing it? 

Sgt. Vince Havrilko checked in from Germany with some terrific loggings. He caught a 
3/2-digit German numbers station on 5015 kHz at 1930 10/10 and again on 10/12 at 1.931; 
another was caui;ln un 5440 kHz at 2122. He also reported hearing groups of five phonetic 
letters on 5091 kHz at 1941 10/10 and again at 2000 on 10/12; he also heard these on 5437 
kHz at 21 17 on 10/10 and on 4880 at 1725 10/17 5D Russian groups were heard on 3280 
kHz at 1908 10/13. 6758 kHz at 1808 10/17, and on 6280 kHz at 0710 10/17; audio was 
distorted on all All of these stations used a female announcer and reduced carrier upper side- 
band modulation. Vince also notes that signals like the "Foghorn" are still being heard in 
Europe, while I haven't heard a Foghorn in over a year. Seems like there's a lot more covert 
activity in Europe than in North America! 

My only recent unusual logging came on 10/3 at 0520 on 7473 kHz. where I heard one 
Ise" per second in CW. The pulses were nicely synchronized with WWV and signals 
ne good.
